NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—Mrs. William 
Rosenberg, wife of “Lefty Louie,” one 
ot the four gunmen charged with shoot- 
ing Herman Rosenthal to death, was a 
witness for the State today in the trial 
of Police Lieutenant Charles Becker as 
the instigator of the murder. The Dis- 
trict Attorney's intention to place her 
on the stand was unannounced and 
Becker's counsel made vigorous but fu- 
tile attempts to bar her teatimony from 
the record. 

Mrs. Rosenberg's testimony was cor- 
roborative of a portion of the story told 
by “Bald Jack’ Rose on the witness 





had come with Sam Schepps to her home 
on May 12 to see “Loule” about helping 
to. get bail for Jack Zelig, the gang lead- 
er killed a few days ago, who had just

“Louie was sick in bed, " she de- 
clared, “and Schepps and Rose went 
into his room and talked 20 minutes 
with him.

restore its ideals and to broaden its 
point of view; and that is also the rea- 
son why we wish to make it absolutely 
honest. not only, but thoroughly effi- 
cient. 

A vast deal remains to be done in 
the mere line of efficiency. Indeed, 
there has been very little serious ef- 
fort even yet in the direction of mak- 
ing the Government of the United 
States as efficient as a successful busi- 
ress Organization would be. For Gov- 
ernment is an instrument, not an object 
in itself. We ought to be interested in 
it only as it expresses the purpose o/ 
the people of the country. 

Pure Food Laws Important. 

Take a special topic. Consider the 
duty of the Government regarding pure 
food. The new aspect of Government 
is very well illustrated in the care that 








Government takes, when it is justly 
conducted, to see to it that the food 
of the people eat is pure. Pure-food 


must see to it that the mineral resources 


of such men as Dr. Wiley to make ef- 
fective in the field of public opinion. 

I do not know any function of govern- 
ment in which the two sides we have to 
to make sure in politics are more clear- 
ly illustrated. In the first place, the 
law must be Clear, explicit, founded 
upon fact, unmistakable in its com-!| 
mands and fn its penalties. But the law 
will not enforce itself. 

And the indispensable second re- 
quirement is that the government 
should be absolutely independent of 
the influence of such laws. It musi 
be beyond being “‘‘reached” in any way. 
Its inspection of foods must be thor- 
ough, intelligent, fearless; and its ap- 
plication of the law must be absolutely 
without respect to person. or interests, 
financial or political. 

It is a serious question now in many 
quarters whether these things can be 
said either of our pure-food laws or of 
their administration. Until that doubt 
is entirely removed our Government will 
not have squared itself with the duty 
and the standard of the times. 

The matter of the conservation of our 
natural resources affords another illus- 
tration. We must renew our forests. We 
must preserve, by scientific care and 
cultivation, those that we have. We 


mere political expediency. 

Such knowledge is available. This is 
an age of specialization. There are men 
who can tell us, if we wish to hear dis- 
interested counsel, just how these things 
can be used without being wasted or 
exhausted. 

Question of Good Housekeeping. 

Again it is a question of good house- 
keeping. The Government must admin- 
later our resources as a good trustee 
would administer a great estate for the 
support of the living and the benefit. of 
those yet unborn. 

That is the ‘reason why the question 
of conservation has so come to the front 
in our time and has so broadened its 
meaning. ..We-now.do not hesitate to 
say that it is the business of govern- 
ment not only to ses that men live un- 
der just laws, but to see that active 
means are taken for the conservation of 
their health and strength and for the 
establishment of every condition which 
will make them strong and free, 

We now see, to take another illus- 
tration, that it is the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to take the scientific knowl- 
edge developed in the universities. out, 
to the workers of the’country,' to the 
farmers, for instance, to whom should 
be carried every item of .what.we know 
about the character and use of soila, 
about irrigation, about the rotation of 
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which labor may be kept in heart 
msde secure of its just earnings. .

Great questions of sanitation and 
public health have hecome govern- 
ment question in our day. Before the 
dawn of democracy, government had 
never paid any attention to these 
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matters. Men were allowed to die 











world over, had deep and far. 

reaching results. It has created 
a new conception of the functions of 
government. It is not merely that dem- 
ocratic government is based, as the old 
phrase used to go, on the “consent of 
the governed,” but that it is based 
upon the participation in government of 
all classes and interests; and when- 
ever this conception can be realized, 
whenever government is disentangled 
from its counection with special inter- 
ess and made responsive to genuine pub- 
lic opinion, throughout the length and 
breadth of the great country, it at once 
gets new ideals and responds to new 
impulses. It then becomes an instru- 
ment of civilization and of humanity. 


America has so prospered, her energy 
has been so great, and her achieve- 
ment hitherto so easy that she has not 
until our day felt the real difficulty and 
exigency of government. She has not 
had time, apparently amidst her various 
and expanding industries, to think of 
making her government economical, in 
ite administration and efficient at every 
point, as her own business enterprises 
are. 

Every dollar that the government 
spends ought to be spent as carefully 
as if the resources of the country were 
limited. Eivery dollar of expenditure 
cught to mean something done or pro- 
vided for the people. Waste is aiso 
weakness. Inefficiency brings confu- 
sion. 

It is part of the new meaning of gov- 
ernment, therefore, that ‘ite resources 
are not to be put at the disposal of a4 
governing class or of any limited set 
of governing influences, but that those 
who exercise its authority must “keep 
house” for the whole people; must use 
the money raised by taxes as if it were 
expended in trust to produce the best 
possible results in the ordering and stim- 
ulation of our life. 

It is an interesting circumstance 
that government is becoming less and 
less a business for politicians; that 
minds and energies of every kind 
are turning towards it as part of the 
general enterprise of life. The rea- 
son we want our government to be 
free from every kind of private .or 
narrow control is that we want to 
have it see more things than it would 
see if it served only a few. Those 
who conduct it ought to have the vi- 
sion of the nation itself—ought to 
be sensitive to impulses from every 
quarter. The statesman should sit 
down with the philanthropist, with 
the engineer, with the forest expert, 

vith the student of soils and agri- 
ultural methods, with masters of 

‘echnical and vocational education 

3 well as with financiers and law- 
yers and manufacturers and mer- 
chants and those whose interests 
Nave usually been at the center of 
policy. Though he cannot himself 
keep the life of the nation as a whole 
in his mind, he can at least make 
sure that he is taking counsel with 
those who know, that his sympathies 
may be open upon every side, and 
that he may seek to serve civiliza- 
tion and humanity, not a party or 
any selfish program.

Wants Opponents Jailed for Not 
Complying With the Pub- 
licity Statute. 


The State primary lew requiring the 
nomination of candidates by direct vote 
of the people will be ignored by the 
Republicans in the future if the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court admitting 
the Progressive party candidates to the 
official ballot by petiticn is as far- 
reaching as appears from the oral opin- 





to: Otto F. Stifel of St. Louis. 

State Chairman Elvins, Stifel and 
other Republican leaders agreed that 
it would be useless to continue the 
fight against the Progressives in the 
face of the Supreme Court : decision. 

“But if the .Progressive candidates 
can get on the official ballot by peti- 
tion, it seems to me that hereafter the 
Republicans will pursue that method in- 
stead of going to the expense of parti- 
cipating in the State primary,” said 
Stifel. 

“We will use the petition method, get 
1000 signatures and nominate a good 
ticket,”” continued “Stifel. “This decis- 
ion seems to-knock out the State pri- 
mary law, or at least affect it to such 
an extent that its provisions. will not 
be binding on the political parties.” 

“Good Things for Republicans.” | 

Some of the other Republican leaders 
expressed the opinion that thee decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court was a good 
thing for the Republicans. They took 
the view that if the Supreme Court had 
barred the Progressive ticket, on the 
petition of the Republican candidates, 
acting at the instance of the State or- 
ganization, the Progressives would have 
gone in a: body to the Democrats. They 
hope now that the Progressives will 
now be satisfied to vote their own party 
‘ticket, which will mean merely the loss 
of a certain number of Republican votes 
without a corresponding gain in the 
Democratic vote. 

Dr. Richard Bartholdt, Republican 
candidate for Congress in the Tenth Dis- 
trict, declared Thursday that he was 
going to have his. Democratic and Pro- 
gressive opponents put in jail for vio- 
lating a new Federal] statute requiring 
all congressional candidates to file their 
expense accounts 15 days before and 15 
days after their nominations. 

“This law. provides e fine of $1000 and 
a sentence of six months in jail for its 
violation,” sald.’ Bartholdt. ‘Neither 
Maurice O’Connor, the Democratic can- 
didate, nor Dr. A. Sfebert, the Pro- 
gressive candidate, had. paid any atten- 
tion to this law.’ They ought to be put 
in jail for ignoring it. If the District At- 
torney had done his duty they would be 
in jail now. 

“Here I have been compelled to obey 
this law, which was passed by the pres- 
ent Congress. Unless it is to be a dead 
letter, it must be enforced.’’

not been invoked against O’Connor and 
Siebert. 

Bartholdt was‘asked if he had heard 
the report current in political circles 
that the Democrats and Progressives in 
nis district would combine on one candi- 
date to defeat him. He said he had not 
heard the report, but would not be sur- 
prised if it was true. He expressed the 
opinion he could defeat both parties de- 
spite a combine. Bartholdt’s majority 
in his district.has been about 26,000 in 
normal elegtions. The organization's 
roll shows Democratic gains in Barth- 
oldt’s district.

From the London Daily Mail. 

The Bulgarian soldier is one of the 
first things that strike you in Sofia 
It is not the uniform that makes the 
impression, for his whity-brown linen 
smock, rough brown trousers and une 
polished, heavy Wellington boots are 
as ugly as they are workmanlike. 
Nor is it his bigness, nor his sun- 
tanned face. But there is an intelli- 
gence of expression and an alertness 
of bearing in the drab companies that 
make you look at them twice as they 
tramp by. 

This combination of the sturdiness 
of body and weather-beaten face that 
are the marks of the countryside, | 
with the ,brightness and interest of , 
expression that are usually the stamp 
of the town, give you the whole secret 
of the Bulgarian’s excellence as war 
material. 

He is a true peasant—of a breed 
which we scarcely know in England. 
He is a peasant-proprietor. He has 
his own land, his own cart, his own 
oxen to pull it; he is satisfied with 
his circumstances and interested in 
his work. If he has any native intel- 
ligence he has every incentive to use 
and develop it, since the full profit of 
it comes to himself. 

And so he possesses the strength of 
the country dweller without being a 
chaw-bacon, and the intelligence of 
the townsman without being a weed 
Without an efficient army the Bul- 
garians could not hope to hold their 
own in the armed scramble for Mace- 
donia that all the Balkan states ex- 
pect some day. To the building up of 
the army a great part of Bulgaria's 
£24,000,000 of national debt has gone, 
and the result that she can show is 
that of a population of 5,000,000 she 
could put 400,000 trained men into the

IS ATTACKED KEPT 
ABSTINENCE VOW 


Cousin Cites Pledge at Mother’s 
Deathbed as Showing Brad- 
ford’s Strength. 











SISTER. SUES FOR ESTATE 





If She Succeeds in Third Con- 
test in Family, $250,000 Prop- 
erty Will Be Hers. 


——— 


As an indication of the strong minded- 
ness of Frank E. Bradford, wealthy 
bachelor, whose will his sister, Mrs. Car- 
oline B. Ryan of 4124A McPherson ave- 
nue, is trying to break, Hugh C. Baker, 
the testator’s cousin, Thursday testified 
that Bradford had made a vow to his 
mother, Mrs. Emma Bradford, on her 


deathbed, that he would stop drinking 
and kept it until his death. 

Baker also recalled that once Brad- 
ford insisted on eating beefsteak in the 
face of his physician's orders not to do 
so. 

Baker was the first “witness in the 
hearing in Judge Hitchcock’s court. He 
is a beneficiary under the will to the ex- 
tent of $2000. On direct examination he 
said Bradford suffered attacks that at 
times made him unconscious. Judge 
Douglas, for the plaintiff, tried to show 
that such attacks made Bradford ment- 
ally unfit to write a will. The only other 
peculiar trait Baker remembered was 
that his cousin sat up late every night 
reading the Bible and other books until 
ne fell asleep. 

On cross-examination Attorney Benja- 
min Schnurmacher drew out the facts 
concerning the vow of abstinence made 
by Bradford. 

Bradford Quick Tempered. 

Andrew Henske, who, as a 
medical student, had been Bradford's 
traveling companion, testified that 
while usually amiable, Bradford was 
quick tempered and flew into a pas- 
sion over a trifle. He would become 
insensed when anybody sat by him in 
a street car, particularly if it hap- 
pened to be a negro, and frequently 
quarreled with conductors. 

He would quarrel with waiters, Henske 
said, and complain of his food. 

If his collar button fell and rolled un- 
der the dresser Bradford angrily would 
tear up his collar and tie. When en- 
raged he would break anything that 
came handy, Henske continued. Himself 
a bachelor, Bradford would declare a 
man had no business getting married on 
an income of less than $25,000 a year. 
When traveling he refused to carry let- 
ters of credit and often had trouble get- 
ting personal checks cashed. 

Dr. Given Campbell, who, Henske 
had said, treated Bradford for epilep- 
sy, testified his mind appeared nor- 
mal. Benjamin Schnurmacher, at- 
torney for the defense, asked Camp- 
bell if it wasn’t true that Napoleon 
and Julius Caesar were epileptics. He 
said he had heard it said that they 
were. 

The Bradford estate is worth $250,000. 

The principal defendants in the suit 
are Robert Rutledge, trustee under the 
will, and A. D. Brown and James S. 
McClellan, trustees for the Baptist Or- 
phans’ Home, which is a beneficiary 
under the will for $76,000. The will pro- 
vides that the estate shall remain in 
trust until after the death of Mrs. Ryan 
and until the youngest of her.four chil- 
Gren has attained legal age. 
This is the third will contest in the 
Bradford family. The will of the plain- 
tiff’s uncle, Dr. Charles Bradford, was 
successfully attacked by relatives be- 
cause he left the bulk of his $700,000 es- 
tate to the Methodist Orphan Home. 
Mrs. Ryan and her brother, Frank, sub- 
sequently had set aside the will of their 
mother on the grounds that it contained 
a4 perpetual .trusteeship. Should Mrs. 
Ryan, who is the widow of Alfred 
Ryan, break her brother’s will, his 
entire estate becomes her property.

Fhird Con- 


test in Family, $250,000 Prop- 
erty Will Be Hers. 


As an indication of the stxong minded- 
ness of Frank E. Bradford, wealthy 
bachelor, whose will his sister, Mrs. Car- 
oline B. Ryan of 4124A McPherson ave- 
nue, is trying to break, Hugh C. Baker, 
the testator’s cousin, Thursday testified 
that Bradford had made a vow to his 
mother, Mrs. Emma Bradford, on her 


deathbed, that he would stop drinking 
and kept it until his death. 

Baker also recalled that once Brad- 
ford insisted on eating beefsteak in the 
face of his physician's orders not to do 
sO. 

Baker was the first @witness in the 
hearing in Judge Hitchcock’s court. He 
is a beneficiary under the will to the ex- 
tent of $2000. On direct examination he 
said Bradford suffered attacks that at 
times made him ,unconscious. Judge 
Douglas, for the plaintiff, tried to show 
that such attacks made Bradford ment- 
elly unfit to write a will. The only other 
peculiar trait Baker remembered was 
that his cousin sat up late every night 
reading the Bible and other books until 
he fell asleep. 

On cross-examination Attorney Benja- 
min Schnurmacher drew out the facts 
concerning the vow of abstinence made 
by Bradford. 

Bradford Quick Tempered. 

Dr. Andrew Henske, who, as a 
medical student, had been Bradford's 
traveling companion, testified that 
while usually amiable, Bradford was 
quick tempered and flew into a pas- 
sion over a trifle. He would become 
insensed when anybody sat by him in 
a street car, particularly if it hap- 
pened to be a negro, and frequently 
quarreled with conductors. 

He would quarrel with waiters, Henske 
said, and complain of his food. 

If his collar button fell and rolled un- 
der the dresser Bradford angrily would 
tear up his collar and tie. When en- 
raged he would break anything that 
came handy, Henske continued. Himself 
a bachelor, Bradford would declare a 
man had no business getting married on 
an income of less than $25,000 a year. 
When traveling he refused to carry let- 
ters of credit and often had trouble get- 
ting personal checks cashed. 

Dr. Given Campbell, who, Henske 
had said, treated Bradford for epilep- 
Sy, 
mal. Benjamin Schnurmacher, at- 
torney for the defense, asked Camp- 
bell if it wasn’t true that Napoleon 
and Julius Caesar were epileptics. He 
said he had heard it said that they 
were. 

The Bradford estate is worth $250,000. 

The principal defendants in the suit 
are Robert Rutledge, trustee under the: 
will, and A. D. Brown and James S. 
McClellan, trustees for the Baptist Or- 
phans’ Home, which is a beneficiary 
under the will for $76,000. The will pro- 
vides that the estate shall remain in 
trust until after the death of Mrs. Ryan 
and until the youngest of her four chil- 
Gren has attained legal age. 
This is the third will contest in the 
Bradford family. The will of the plain- 
tiff’s uncle, Dr. Charles Bradford, was 
successfully attacked by relatives be- 
cause he left the bulk of his $700,000 es- 
tate to the Methodist Orphan Home. 
Mrs. Ryan and her brother, Frank, sub- 
sequently had set aside the will of their 
mother on the grounds that it contained 
4 perpetual trusteeship. Should Mrs. 
Ryan, who is the widow of Alfred 
Ryan, break her brother’s will, his 
entire estate becomes her property.

Therefore, in my Opinion, the safe 
way to treat such a wound is to Open 
it or at least enlarge the external open- 
ing to insure complete disinféction and 
thorough drainage. 

“There may be, inside the Wound, an 
accumulation from which septicaemia— 
blood poisoning—may develop. The only 
way to be absolutely sure is to remove 
or stérilize every possible source of in+ 
fection.”
